DETAILS OF THE OOOU- 
PATION OF JACKSON. | 


23d p.m. The news of the Aullctin regarding 
the oecupativa ~f Jacksen is tuteresting, as

We reeeived last evening information of a 
very interesting nature from our reporter, 
Just arrived from Jackson, who witnessed the 
proceedings of the evacuation that took place. 
From him we learn that on Thursday last, 
the 17 h, Gen.
